In Oil Control Fight

The com prom ise plan proposed Friday at a White 
House m eeting would extend dom estic oil price controls 
for up to 60 days and then rem ove them over a period 
not to exceed 39 m onths — a middle ground between the 
six-month extension of controls sought by Congress and 
the im m ediate decontrol threatened by Ford. 
It would soften the inflationary im pact of decontrol, 
which energy experts say could boost gasoline prices at 
least 3 cents a gallon and have inflationary effect on the 
entire economy. 
At present, about 60 per cent of the oil produced in the 
United States — essentially, oil from wells drilled before 
1973 — is controlled a t $5 25 per barrel, less than half 
the free m arket price. The control law will expire 
midnight Sunday 
because 
Ford 
will 
not 
approve 
Congress’ six-month extension bill. 
But federal energy officials said the briefer extension 
agreed to Friday would be retroactive and should 
prevent oil com panies from making quick price hike , 
next week. 
Ford endorsed the com prom ise at a m eeting Friday 
with Senate M ajority L eader Mike M ansfield, why 
developed the plan, and House Speaker Carl Albert Th* 
White House indicated Ford would sign M ansfield’s

BOON, 
Mich 
(UPI) 
Crime, blight and social indif­ 
ference may be everyday facts 
of life in many American cities. 
But Boon has had enough 
Inspired by the zeal of a 
Baptist minister and a lesson 
from American history, Boon’s 
IOO residents are waging war 
against problems that threaten 
to turn their idyllic northern 
Michigan village into a ghost 
town. 
“ The 
town 
was 
wasting 
away,” the Rev. Harry Trover, 
new pastor of the Boon Baptist 
Church, said. “ When I first 
came here as an evangelist I 
fell in love with the town It’s 
just a beautiful, idyllic garden 
spot. So much potential.” 
But 
rampant 
vandalism, 
unattended decaying buildings 
and a growing coldness among 
village residents was changing 
the town’s personality. 
Some talked of leaving Even 
the post office threatened to 
close 
The biggest threat, Trover 
said, came from a gang of teen­ 
age vandals who openly terror 
ized 
the 
town, 
destroying 
property, ripping up gardens, 
killing animals. 
One small girl ran screaming 
from a playground after watch­ 
ing the youths burn a nest of 
live baby birds, Trover said 
The vandals also are suspected 
of killing Trover’s dog 
Boon, built as lumber town 
near the turn of the century, 
had been a quiet, unspoiled 
farm community, nestled in the 
woods in northern Michigan’s 
ski country. 
“ We don’t want revenge," 
Trover said of those who are 
changing it. “ We want to help 
them.” 
Vacant, decaying buildings 
mar the landscape and pose a 
safety hazard to children who 
play there. No one will pay to 


tear them down 
Playground 
equipment is old and damaged 
Community 
school 
officials 
refuse to replace them because 
of the vandalism. 
Neighbors began living like 
strangers behind locked doors 
No 
one 
liked 
what 
was 
happening, but few felt any­ 
thing could be done. 
“ It was apathy. That’s all 
Indifference. The old story of i 
don’t want to get involved’,” 
Trover said 
Convinced something had to 
be done, Trover and a handful 
of citizens organized a town 
meeting — the first in the 
village’s history, to everyone’s 
recollection Boon’s future had 
to be talked out. 
The night of the meeting 
arrived and the entire town 
jammed into the Boon Town­ 
ship Hall. 
“ It 
was 
terrific,” 
Trover 
said. 
“ It 
was just 
an 
old 
fashioned town meeting.” 
Wexford 
County 
officials, 
state police, social services and 
juvenile authorities also attend­ 
ed the meeting 
Plans were 
made, committees were or­ 
ganized, promises were extract­ 
ed from county officials and 
from relatives of the suspected 
vandals. 
“ I 
think 
we 
were 
all 
encouraged,” Trover 
said. 
“ There 
is 
never 
an 
easy 
answer, but we made a start. 
We met as a community with 
the common goal of up lifting 
our town. 


“ Our solution may not work 
for a Detroit or a New York, 
but just look at all the lesser 
towns 
across 
the 
country 
plagued with the same prob­ 
lems 
— 
blight, 
vandalism, 
broken homes, indifference. 


“ I just hope what’s happening 
here will be an inspiration to 
others.”

NEW’ YORK (UPI) - Work­ 
ing mothers increase steadily in 
numbers and with them the 
need for child care facilities. 
Some argue that provision of 
day care centers is not the 
business of government, others 
that it should be one of the 
affairs of state as it is in many 
other countries. 
But no one will deny the fact 
that needs of children must be 
met adequately, one way or 
another. For the training in the 
early years is vastly influential 
in the child's total development. 
New guidelines for parents,

“The Child 
Care Handbook.” 
The publication reminds that

“ I’ve 
been 
called 
from 
Louisville, Chicago, New 
Or­ 
leans. Los Angeles and the New 
York Times did an article,” she 
said, “ but nobody in Indiana 
gives a damn ” 
The bugs invaded the area in 
July and have been breeding at 
a high rate. 
Mrs. Schroeder is a founder 
of the Knob and Valley Chapter 
of the National Audubon Socie­ 
ty. And, she says, the news 
media didn t get interested in 
her plight until the Environ­ 
m ental 
P rotection 
Agency 
called from Chicago to inform 
her that the local society had 
won an award, 
“ I told them awards are nice, 
but we need help,” she said 
Thursday. Mrs Schroeder said 
she has no objection to using 
pesticides 
when 
safe 
and 
necessary, but “ I don’t want to 
panic and start 
putting out 
these extremely toxic chemi­ 
cals.” 
Mrs. Schroeder said she was 
aware

associate

entomologist Jam es (’lark had 
recommend Zectran 
“ He’s one of those Purdue 
experts,” she said. “ Zectran 
hasn’t been sold around here 
for

Clark noted that Zectran had

“ When it dries, they crawl 
right over it.” she said. 
The millipedes, Mrs. Schroed­ 
er said, emit a gas that made 
her sick and almost killed her 
dog, Jethroe.

“ My husband built a trench 
around our place and filled it 
with oil and turpentine, and it 
stopped ’e m ,” she said. “ It 
stopped em at the moat, but

foundation, they are breeding in 
the grass. There are eggs all 
over the rail fence and in the 
grass. 


While being a nuisance and 
health hazard, the bugs also 
threaten an important crop— 
strawberries. Mrs. Schroeder 
says this one of the nation’s top 
strawberry

areas, 
and if the winter is too mild to 
kill the 
millipede eggs, 
the 
problem could be even worse 
next year.

Religion In 


America

The world food crisis — in 
and out of newspaper headlines 
— has raised a lot of social, 
econom ic and political q u e s­ 
tions. 
It has also raised a problem 
for religious ethicists: how to 
respond to the proposed triage 
or lifeboat ethic solutions 
Triage was the word used 
during World War I am ong 
Allied medical teams to deter 
mine priority in the treatment 
of the wounded It stems from 
a dividing of the wounded in to 
three groups — those likely to 
die no m atter what was done, 
those likely to live even with 
immediate medical treatment 
and those who could survive if 
they received immediate medi­ 
cal treatment. 
Under the triage theory, the 
world population and food crisis 
have 
created, 
for 
affluent 
countries such as the United 
States, a similar situation 
A statement by the Environ 
mental Fund, signed by such 
notables as writer Isaac Asb 
mov, 
businessman 
J. 
Paul 
Getty, 
philosophy 
professor 
Sidney Hook, poet Archibald 
M ad d ish , Time, Inc., president 
Henry Luce III, Headers Digest 
President Dewitt Wallace and 
labor leader 
Leonard 
Wood­ 
cock, suggests that while “no 
one really likes triage’’ it may 
be necessary. 
The United States, the state­ 
ment said, did not 
have a 
moral obligation to provide for 
the world. 
The implication is that 
if 
population continues to grow 
unchecked, a triage like condi 
lion 
will 
emerge 
in 
which 
demands for food are impossi 
ble to meet. A proper response 
to that, some argue, might be a 
"no nonsense realism” in which 
aid is concentrated on those 
countries most likely to su r­ 
vive 
Dr I,arry Rasmussen, profes­ 
sor 
of 
ethics 
at 
Wesley 
Seminary, Washington D C., in 
a 
paper 
for 
a 
continuing 
education 
seminar 
at 
the 
seminary, raised the question 
of 
what 
triage 
meant 
for 
(’hristain ethics 
He suggests the triage ethic 
might have a place in Christian 
ethics as “ the ethics of last 
resort." an ethics of necessity 
At the sam e time, however. 
he argues that 
"triage and 
lifeboat ethics must be resisted 
with 
all 
the 
force 
we can 
m uster." 
"Until we have made every 
effort to treat all the wounded 
we 
will 
not 
know 
whether 
genuine 
triag e 
conditions 
exist," he said 
"In 
the 
food 
crisis, 
that 
means 
that 
until 
we 
have 
ourselves undergone those basic 
changes of life-style and institu­ 
tional arrangements, we will 
not know the carrying capacity 
of the planet. 
“Therefore our task is not 
assigning the triage tags of fate 
to groups one, two, and three. 
it 
is 
institutionalizing 
the 
sharing ethic." 
If genuine triage conditions 
do 
come 
about. 
Rasmussen 
said, it raises issues that go to 
the heart of the Christian faith 
the meaning of the Gospel 
and the "moral and theological 
status of human lif e ” 
Rasmussen does not answer 
those questions but leaves them 
for the community of faith to 
respond to: 
"Does the Gospel mean an 
im p e ra tiv e of Christian s im ­ 
plicity that, facing stark human 
needs, respond without condi­ 
tion or qualification, without 
concern 
for 
anything 
but 
m eeting 
basic 
subsistence 
needs, however short term the 
deviation? Or does the Gospel 
mean sitting down and counting 
the costs, keeping watch on the 
common good by calculating as 
best 
we 
can 
the 
long term 
consequences of our actions9 
On the status of human lite, 
he asks: "If there is a meaning 
and value in God that surpasses 
even survival itself, does it say 
anything to food crisis policy9 
If not all can live, are there 
criteria 
rooted 
in 
ultimate 
meaning and value that can aid 
us in determining who should 
live9 Or is the very making of 
distinctions among lives ... a 
violation of an ultimate mean 
ing grounded in caring?" 
For the Christian ethicist, the 
tragedy may well be that those 
questions never get addressed 
by the churches
